Sitting in a comfortable theater 
weat, gazing On life as it is depict- 
ed in’*Driven,” the Charles Brabin 
production, which has ite western 
premiére at the California Theater

SHANGHAI, March  17.--Sen 
Yat-Sen presents a curious pho- 
nomenon of a completely changed 
personality; his intellectual proc- 
esses seem to have undergone a 


revolution. This psychological 
phenomenon is, of course, usual 
with revolutionisis when they 


achieve power. The “doctor,” as 
he Is called by the English-speak- 
ing Chinese, is no longer a rabid 
doctrinaire, the insister upon the 
fulfillment of abstract ideals, the 
rainbow chaser. He has become 
more opportunistic, {f such an 
awkward word might be used to 
denote a closer adherence to reali- 
ties, a more placable appreciation 
of conditions as they actually exist 


in this country. In the past Dr. 
Sun had a keener sense for po- 
tential possibilities; today he 
knows the actual! situation. 

The new Dr. Sun ie in a meas- 
ure the result of maturity and of 
a wider experience with his own 
people. In 1912 he was familiar 
with the world. but knew little of 
China. He had traveied iargely 
in Europe and America, but no- 
where in China. The Chinese peo- 
ple he idealized. He could see 
only -their suffering under the op- 
pressive and predatory foreigners. 
He was unfamiliar with econdmics 
and could deal only with politics. 
His political ideals and systems 
were the result of experience in 
foreign countries, not of practice 
in China. He was able to achieve 
inspirational leaderrhip because he 
was permeated with the liberal apir- 
it of the West, whcreas Liang Ghi- 
Chao failed because he was con- 
trolled by the stoical fatalism of 
the East. The Sun Yat-Sen whom 
foreigners met and knew and 
praised or ridiculed was a Western- 
er in everything but those racial 
characteristics which are prenatal 
and which cannot be obliterated by | 
a generation outside of the coun- 


DEFEATED STRATEGISTS 

The new Sun Yat-Sen has had a 
different experience. Since 1911 he 
has been in actual contact with 
political, economic and psycholog- 
ical conditions in China. Since 
1919 he has had to play the keen 
game of Chinese politics with and 
against such masters at the game 
as Heu Hsih-Chang. Tuan Chi- 
Jui, Little Hau, Chi Hsi- Yuan, Tsao 
Kun, Sung Hung-Yi, and lesser 
lights who live and batten upon the 
political party which tn China is 
so serious during these years. Al! 
of them planned to use him, and 
he has actually used all of them. 
He remains pre-eminent because 
in all his dealings he has re- 
mained morally unsullied and be- 
cause his hands have not been 
soiled by dishonest money. 

During this period he has been 


j principally in China, and a large 


ie was spent in this city, which 
s in reality the metropolis of the 


actually work and and he has come 
to know his own people and their 
capacity. It must have been a se- 
rious matter for If. Sun to dis- 
cover that democracy may be an 
inherent human right, but that its 
exercise and success depend upon 
experience and capacity. For when 
Parliament actually began to func- 
tion after the tremendous effort 
made by Dr. Sun to bring it-into 
power, it proved incapable of lec- 
isiating for China and developed in- 
to a garruious tea party, and oacil- 
lated between one leader and an- 
other until] it became the sport of 
militarists, whom it was hoped it 
would firet check and eventually 
drive from power. ‘ 


SEEK NEW SOLUTION 

When, therefore, one talke to Dr. 
Sun about Parliament and the Con- 
stitution, he is unusually weary 
and evasive. One can see he ‘s 
seeking another solution for China's 
problem, a solution fundamentally 
in consonance with the character- 
istics and ideals of the Chinese 
people. 

In a recent interview, concern- 
ing the abolition of extraterritori- 
ality, the remission of the Boxer 
indemnity, the rendition of the 
Mixed Court, and other specific 
issues, Dr. Sun declared: 

“These questions deal with de- 
tails which can be considered when 
China has a government. China 
can only have a government when 
the troops have been disbanded. 
What we have today is a makeshift 
which exists because the troops 
maintain it in power. We are be- 
ing governed by soldiers and their 
leaders. not by a government. I, 
therefore. will not discuss these 
problems now. I can think only 
Pf the one question facing China, 
and that is the disbandment of 
troops.’ 

What he says today inspires the 
deduction that the time of Sun 
Yat-Sen's recognized leadership is 
near at hand. for what has kept 
him out of Peking has been not 
his lack of support, but his in- 
sistence upon unrealizable ideals 
in existing conditions.

WORRYING 
JAPANESE 


Journals Claim Growth of 
 Anti-Nipponese Sentiment 


SPECIAL DENCA ! 
TOKIO, Feb. °23. —- Asking 
whether It is really true that 


America desires to be on terms of 
friendship with Japat, two of the 
largest Tokio newspapers, the Ho- 
chi and the Yorozu, have long ed- 
itorial disserations expressing wor- 
ry that the immigration policy of 
the United States is not an act 
that can be termed friendly. 

The Hochi says that anti-Jap- 
anese movements continue tobe as 
active as formerly, and that these 
movements which “two years ago 
were confined to the Pacific States 
are now gradually spreading to 
other Western States, and it is now 
reported that no less than eleven 
States have formed anti-Japanese 


legislation of one form or an- 
other.”’ 
The new immigration  restric- 


tions, it is alleged, are pointedly 
almed at the Japanese, and the 
paper says it is worried, as, under 
these circumstances, it would be 
very difficult to say whether Amer- 
ican sentiment has improved to- 
ward Japan. 

The Yorozu, commenting on the 
immigration bill, states @at “there 
is a consistent effort being mde 
to’ legalize anti-Japanese meéeas- 
ures,”” and that this cannot be re- 
gorded as a friendly act. It says 
action must be taken before mat- 
ters become worge and expresses 
a hope that Mr. Hanrihara, Japan's 
new Ambassador to Washington, 
will take the matter up.

SURPRISE ENDED 


“When a big-game hunter starts 
out to shoot lions, he does not 
equip himeelf with a bassoon and 
then, when a lion is met with, 
walk round the beast for a fort- 
night playing on his instrument. 
He does not thus comport himeelf. 
sincs all idea of surprise would 
vanish, The element of surprise 
is likewise counted out by pro- 
‘onged artillery preparation before 
the infantry goes into action. 

“There is no reason; why gases 
as weapons should be of a lethal 
nature. In the last war they were 
frequently so because soldiers and 
the civil suppliers of soldiers had 
become so accustomed ty think in 
terms of killicz.g that when gas was 
proposed as a weapon, they at 
once looked upon gas in the form 
of miscroscopic bullets. 

“Gas will eventually mean the 
abolition of infantry., It will be 
done by putting infautrymen to 
sleep or by reducing them to help- 
lessness by paroxysms of sneezing. 


SLEEP VS. DEATH 


“Airplanes with machine guns 
can destroy infantry like vermin, 
but gas is better. Let us picture

the road. The airplanes approach. 
They fiy at an altitude safe from 
bullet range. They open §_ their 
chemical tanks and a fine spray 
of fog envelops the coiumn of men. 
Suppose this gas is only an 
anaesthetic; then the whole column 
will just go to sleep. What gen- 
eral on earth is going to win de- 
cisive battles if whole divisions 
and corps are going to be put to 
bed for several hours at a time?

ing mixture would cease to func- 
tion and a mile of roadway or 


railway drenched with a strong 
‘tear’ gas become impassable 
for day uch more so than were 


it smothered in barbed wire or the 
rails removed. | 

“If q future war can be won at 
the c of two or three t sand 
of the’ enemy's men, wom and 
children killed, in place of more 
than 1,000,000 men, and, incident- 
ally, several thousand of women 
aud children, as was the case in 
France during the last war, surely 
the aerial attack is a more humane 
“method than the existing tradi- 
tional type.”

In his remarkable speech, Rep- 
resentive Kelly condemeaed this 
costly and useless irrigation system 
that has been foisted upon the 
Blackfeet, but he by no means told 
the whole story of it. 


Although it was expressly stated 
in the last treaty that the Black- 
fee made with the gvVernment 
that theirs was a grazing country, 
and, therefore, their funds should 
be largely expended in aiding them 
to become independent stock rais- 
ers, the Indian Bureau spent the 
last of their tribal fund, more than 
$900,000, in arri- 
gation system upon their reserva- 
tion without their consent. ‘ 
; bureau knew, and the mem- 
bers of the commission which made 
this treaty with them, knew that 
in their high country where sum- 
mer frosts are frequent, farming, 
the raising of even the hardiest 
crops, could never be successfully 
carried on. And even this vast 
sum was not sufficient for the com- 
pletion of the system, so the In- 
dian Bureau is carrying on the 
work with “reimbusable fands.”’ 
that is, the annual expenditures 
for the work are charged against 
the Indians’ lands, and that places 
each allotee of the tribe hopelessiy 
in debt. 

The Blackfeet once had $3,000,- 
000. With that vast sum a com- 
petent man could have leng ago 
made of them successful stockmen. 
Their guardian, the Indian Bu- 
reau, has expended all of their 
money, pauperized them, placed 
them in debt, and so starved them 
that they are fast dying from tu-

British Judge Camtic in 
* Comment on Woman Who 
Lived for Style Alone

LONDON, March 17.—"*The 
dress of woman has ever been a 
mystery, and sometimes the ca- 
lamfry of the ages.” 

This ‘s the text of a discourse 
on the verdict in favor of Capt. J. 
Vv. Nash, who was sued by Callot 
Soeurs of Paria for %$3500 for 
Greases furnished his wife, whose 
ambition it was to be the best- 
dressed woman in London, al- 
though her hysband’s income was 
only $4760 a year. 

Mre. Nash is the daughter of an 
American woman who had been 
married twice before and divorced. 
The evidence showed that she was 
wildly exir@vagant on dress. She 
hed fifty evening gowns and or- 
dered shoes by a dozén pairs at one 
time and stockirigs at $6 a r. 

When her husband found this 
out he forbade her to pledge his 
credit. The judge today gave a 
verdict in his favor on the ground 
that a wife has no right to pledge 
his credit except for necessities. 

Some of the judge's remarks 


were: 

“Bhe sought to shine in less in- 
tellectual sections of society, 
where a woman's worth is meas- 
ured by the frequency with which 
she changes her drerses. Decora 
tion was her being, her aim, her 
credit, Trying to be e best- 
dressed woman in Londo ie much 
the same as a life of idleness, van- 
ity and folly. I observe no record 
of an act of beneficence, no trace 
of unselfishness or aid’ te others. 
She computed her enjoyments of 
life by reckless indulgence and ex- 
travagance. Those who make dress 
the principal part of themselves 
will-in general become of no more 
value than their dress.”

BOATS WILL BE OPERATED ON 
TANANA AND LOWER 
YUKON RIVERS

WASHINGTON, March 16; — 
The Alaskan Railroad will begin 
the operation of passenger and 
freight boats on the Tanana and 
flower Yukon Rivers.in Alaska this 
spring, according fo An announce- 
ment made today the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. 

The boat service will start about 
the middie of May with the break- 
up of the ice upon the river, and 
will continue until the winter 
freeze-up. o sternwheelers will 
ply the river between Nenana and 
Holy Cross, connecting with the 
government railroad at Nenana, 
where both passengers and freight 
may be transferred. 

Arrangements have also been

HEATING NEEDS TOLD 


Properly Desi 


Furnaces Are Necessary Even 
in Sout California, Says Engineer

a little night end morning.” Many 
of them really believe it too, and 
if they are of rugged virile con- 
stitution, realiy enjoy the nervous 
shook that attends, jumping out of 
a Werm comfortabie bed into «a 
damp cheerless room. punching « 
buteen or lighting a match and 
then reveli in the flood of over- 
heated scorched air that pours out 
into their faces.

disease and if we may believe sci- 
entific men, it ts due merely to 
sudden overloads on a machine not 
designed to handie them. 

The mucous membrane end skin 
functions, the blood circulations, 
all are suddenly stimulated or on 
the other hand, constricted, and 
while the first effect may be agree- 
able to some, its ill effects are 
cumulative. 

Surprising, though, how these 
fellowes luxuriate in the clean- 
washed even-tempered air of the 
club lounging-room or fhe first- 
class hotel] restaurant. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the human body is ex- 
tremely sensible to slight tempera- 
ture changes, and unless  pro- 
tected by clothing sufficiently 
thick to allow the body heat to 
pase off siowly, a matter of only 
about 4 deg. temperature change 
means discomfort unless it is ac- 
companied by a corresponding ifi- 
crease or decrease in humidity. 

| HUMIDITY IMPORTANT 

Humidity means simply the wa- 
ter, ig vapor form, contained in 
the air, and is an important fac- 
tor to be considered when we must 
either warm air from tempera- 
tures below the freezing point, or 
supply large quantities of fresh air 
to a number of people confined in 
a relatively small room. 

But our wonderful Los Angeles 
climate usually varies its humidi- 
ty in perfect proportion with its 
temperature, hence we can usually 
disregard it in home heating. for 
the reason that when we require 
heat, let us say, when it is 80 deg. 
outside, the air contains so much 
moisture (say $0 relative humid- 
ity) that when it is expanded by 
heating to 70 deg, it contains 
nearly the right amount for ideal 
conditions without adding moist- 
ure, lacking only 1.1 ins pe 
cubic foot of the 86 relative hu- 
midity which was determined to 
be perfection by the Chicago Com- 
mission of Ventilation. This com- 
mission was ed by Dr. P. 
Vernon Hill, a@« famous practical 
scientist who has devoted his life 
to air conditioning and its relation 
to health, and whose “Synthetio 
Air Chart” is a world standard to- 


7000 grains In a pound, 
easily be seen that the slight 
deficiency in moisture is readily ab- 
sorted from various surrounding 
surfaces and bedies which have 
drunk it in at higher humidities, 
trom plants, from water taps and 
fixtures, various cooking opera- 
tions, as well as from the human 
oocupants, thie last factor some- 
times exceeding 2500 grains per 
hour per person. 

‘This quality of ready absorption 
has frequently been overlooked by 
men «were. otherwise well 
posted on heating and ventilating 
design, with disastrous results to 
interior furnishings and decora- 
tions. Too, the subject of air con- 
éitioning has often been treated 
without proper consideration of 
thie quality, and various people 
with axes to grind have seized up- 
on excerpts and partial quotations 
from these articles and 
knowingly or unwittingly.

CHAPTER 8. 
Yellowstone National Park 
Whe we awoke, a new day hall 
flooded the world with sunshine 
and I gazed from my tent door up- 
on magnificent panorama of 

mountains and valleys. 
Not always are the gods so kind 
in matters of weather to mortals 


who venture into this realm of the 
mysterious and mighty forces of 
nature, 80 we hastened to take 
advantace of their favor. 

We had purchased one of the 
guide books, provided for the con- 
venience of guests, at a little store 
in Gardiner and this advised that 
@ short distance above the camp 
to the west we would find that 
most wonderful curiosity in the 
region, Mammoth Hot Springs. So 
we climbed the trail. As we round- 
‘ed a turn, we came fully upon tt— 
a majestic mountain of snow-whitc 
terraces, descending far down into 
the valley—one below another. 

It is of Mmestone deposit and 
stands out vividly from the green 
forests and purple mountain ranges 
which form its setting. 

From the great hot springs, on 
| the plateau which crowns its sum- 
| mit, and from the smalier pools, in 
the various terraces about, flow 
‘streams of boiling water. which 
send up clouds of steam. The ac- 
tive terraces are brilliant wiih color 
due to a velvet-like covering of 
a low form of plant 
life—which cleaves to the surface 
of the limestone rock and requires 
hot or tepid water in which to 
live. The multitude of tiny streams 
which trickle down the face of the 
snowy mountain, add a mosaic of 
celor, until the whole is like noth- 
ing else so much as a magnificent 
fountain, carved from marble by 
master’s hand. 

We climbed the mound and ex- 
plored its various wonders, rather ' 

as to the path followed 
by our wandering foosteps, for 
steam was rising out of little crev- 
ices In the li e surface at 
many points other than the boil- 
ing pools and a misstep would un- 
doubtedly bring about the fulfill- 
ment of that old proverb: “Those 
that burn themselves must walk on 

blister!" 

Everywhere were the brilliant 
colors we had noticed from below; 
yellows, greens, browns and reds 
prevail where the water is hottest 
and where it is only tepid rust 
color appears. 

The sections of the mourid where 
the deposit has dried are of. giar- 
ing chalk white.

To the east and adjoining these 
terraces, occupying another wide 
plateau, is Fort Yellowstone, for- 
merly in use by the Army. It is 
now the administrative headquar- 
ters of the park and contains the 
superintendent's office and infor- 
mation service; also the park mu- 
seum, well worth a visit. 

Here are the residences of 
Uncle Sam's own force of employ- 
ees ‘and they are estimable serv- 
antse—always courteous and most 
willirg to serve the guests In any 


e of the rangers gives an 
interesting and very educational 
lecture at headquarters each eve- 
ning at 8:30 on Yellowstone, and 
it is free to everyone. Among 
many buildings which constitute 
the little city of Ft. Yell 

was one (the only one of its kind 
that I have discovered ‘na 
national park, as yet) a church! 
And because churches are so rare 
in these playground estates of 
ours, it wae almost as much of a 
curiosity as the geysers. 

Terrace \Mountain faces the 
southeast and the valley of the 
east Gardiner River, and locking 
down from the summit, a wonder- 
ful view presents iteelf. It is 
through this valley that the trail 
returns to Mammoth and the city 
of Gardiner after having made the 
cfrcle of the park.

after we struck camp end 
started over the trail to the right 
up the face of Terrace Mountain.

CIRCUS PERFORMERS 


HERE is more or less of a general 
idea that the circus performer leads 
a very indolent life. This prevailing 
notion—which is completely dis- 
credited by the facts—is based solely upon 
what the spectator sees of the showman’s 
work in public and lack of knowledge re 
garding the artist's additional duties, par- 
ticularly in the matter of arduous, irksome 
practice. 

For persevérance—that intangible factor 
of success which has 
written the story of 
progress on every page 
of the world’s history 
—is also a leading fac- 
tor in the circus man's 
vocation. 


Talent—as we know 
—is but natural apti- 
tude for some particu- 
lar thing, but unless it 
is developed by work, 
it will be an unfulfilled 
promise. Strenuous 
practice alone develops 
the muscular strength 
and nimbleness essen- 
tial to the accomplish- 
ment of difficult circus 
stunts, and the goal of 
athletic excellence can 
only he reached 
through the gateway of 
endeavor. Even after 
proficiency has been 
attained, frequent per- 
formance is necessary 
in order to retain it, 
and this circumstance 
spelis habitual toil for 
the showman whether 
he be employed or idle. 


While the circus ath- 
lete’s public perform- 
ance is of short dura- 
tion, yet in these brief 
periods of time is com- 
pressed the strength- 
sapping properties of 
hours of laborious ex- 
ertion. 


In order to give the 


reader some concep- 
tion of the performer's 
route with a traveling 
circus, I'll briefly re 
view his main duties: 
daily routine while en 

He arises about 7 in 
the morning and break- 
fasts a half hour later 
at the cook tent which — 
is located on the. show 
grounds.

All this is anfounded fear. 

As to “medical supplies,” one might sup- 
pose that the miserable collapse of “medl- 
cal science” in trying to “stamp out” the 
recent influenza epidemic—and incidentally 
in killing thousands of people, who would 
otherwise be alive today—-might lead them 
to be modest. 

What we need ts not more “medical sup 
plies,” but more sanitary engineers, and 
teachers of health, so that people may be 
clean within and without. 

As in former days the priests sought— 
and some still seek—to increase their power 
over the people by fear of hell-fire, so the 
physicians seek to scare the people by fear 
of “contagious” and “infectious” diseases. 
Fear, in its various forms, is the greatest 
enemy of the human race, and has done 
more to retard human development than 
any other one thing. How often we see dur- 
ing an epidemic that the fearful are taken 
while the fearless are left. . 

Few distinguish between “epidemic” and 
“contagious” diseases. A disease occasion- 
ally become epidemic, but there is no such 

thing as contagion or infection, as usually 
understood. Diseases like syphilis, or skin 
diseases, may be communicated by actual 
physical contact, but you cannot “catch” 
any disease by being in the presence of one 
who has it. 

if there was any such a thing as “con- 
tagion” or “infection,” how then can it be 

“explained that so many escape? These 
germs, of which the doctors teach us to be 
so much afraid, are omnipresent. While 
others are excluded from a house, a doctor, 
perhaps wearing a long black coat and an 


ethical beard, goes freely in and out. How) 


is it he does not “catch” the disease? “Oh,” 


it may be said, “he takes precautions.” Non- 


sense. What precautions can he take that 
any intelligent person cannot also take? 
How can he avoid carrying some of those 
awful germs in his coat or in his beard? 
Or even if he does nat, the windows and 
doors must be occasionally opened, and «a 
few millions or billions of these germs can 
easily escape. You cannot quarantine 
against the air.

beast.” We all know how brisk and cheer 
ful we feel when the atmosphere is one 


way, and how depressed and downcast we 


are when it is another way.

In the Middle Ages, when living condt- 
tions were indescribably filthy, and when 
poor people alternately starved and gorged, 


cholera, and typhus and smallpox were ram- 
pant. Occasionally, they break out again, 
in oriental or semioriental countries, follow- 
ing a war, when conditions of the Middle 
Ages are duplicated. 

There is no more chance of such diseases 
becoming epidemic in countries where 
cleanliness and sanitation prevail than there 
is of growing wheat on cement sidewalks. 

there is dirt between cracks on the 
sidewalks a few blades of wheat might 
sprout. In the same way, a few cases of 
typhus, or plague, may develop in a clean 


unclean, but it can never possibly assume 
the form of an epidemic, because there is 
not enough filth for it to feed on. 

I repeat that what we need is not more 
“medical supplies,” or “medical science,” 
but more sanitary engineers and teachers 
of health. | 

If I had written the following it would be 
denounced as the utterance of an unlearned 
“quack.” It happens, however, that it is a 
statement by Dr. Victor C. Vaughn, ex- 
president of the American Medical Associa- 
tion: 

“The trend and spirit of medical schools 
is toward curative medicine. The gradu- 
ates of our best medical schools today are 
not fitted to do public health work. 

“It is a matter for consideration whether 
the medical profession should fit men for 
preventive medicine or turn the job over to 
somebody else. The sanitary engineer as 
an all around man is better fitted as an

In a newspaper ar@@te of recent date, 
we read how some of th® dead leaves on the 
old fan palms near Palm Springs were 
burned off, by the Indias many years ago. 
Each band.” we are told, “had its group of 
trees, and it was the custom to burn off 
the leaves during funeral ceremonies asx 
a means of pleasing the good = spirits.” 
Bueno! Why don't they do so now? The 
writer has attended all sorts of Indian 
‘ceremonies, from funerals to the annual 
“harvest home,” the latter the greatest of 
all, and one to which he was invited as 
a guest of Capitan Jose Rafael (18S88,) 
whereas, whites as a fixed rule, are neither 
invited nor allowed to be present. He has 
made rough-board coffins for. the Indians 
when no one else had either the limber 
or tools necessary. Many a night has he 
been kept awake hy the dark-todavlight 
walling over some departed aborizinal, but 
no palm leaves were burned from the 
trees. 

In those days seeds of Washinrtonia fili- 
fera, the native fan palm. were scarce and 
high in price hecause of the strong de- 
mand for them in Europe. Few trees in 
cultivation had borne seeds in those days 
and the seeds were hard to reach, for un- 
til they are ripe, and the flower stem 
droops against the trunk, they are unavail- 
able because the mass of dead leaves that 
hangs about the tree: then the seeds are 
on the ground. The writer used to buy the 
seeds from the Agua Caliente Indians and 
ship them to Los Angeles. No ladders were 
long enough to reach up to the seeds and 

Indians could not climb over the dead

started from the vantage ground of hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, of years of Egyp- 
tian and Arabian experience in the selec- 
tion and propagation of the most desirable 
varieties of dates. Our plant explorers, by 
canvassing the date oases of the Sahara 
and Libyan deserts, have been able to se- 
cure for export to this country the  off- 
shoots from date palms of recognized mer- 
it. These offshoots have been tested and 
new ones are continually being tried out 
in.the experiment gardens in our date- 
rrowing sections, with the result that cer- 
tain varieties of demonstrated quality and 
productivity may be safely recommended 
to the American grower. For the last six 
or eight years the California date indus- 
try has been developing safely and profit- 
Nhiy atona the lines of the several accred- 
Wed varieties of dates. 


But the supply of offshoots for planting 
cannot begin to keep up with the demand. 
Whereas there are but a few hundred 
acres set with the established varieties 
of dates, there are thousands of acres 
adapted to the planting of this fruit. And 
the fact is that a good many date enthusi- 
asts have not waited to secure offshoots. 
but, willing to take a chance, have entered 
the date industry by means of the wide and 
easy portal of the seedling date. As in 
any other lottery, a great many have lost. 
Some, on the other hand, have managed 
to break even, while a few have captured 
enviable prizes. — 

The man who goes in for seedling dates 
faces proposition somewhat of ihis or- 
der: the seeds he plants, probably the 
majority will germinate and grow palma, 
although he will not be able to tell any- 
thing about them for three or four years, 
or until they bloom. Then the probabil- 
ity is that fully half of the palms will turn 
cut to be males, absolutely worthless, and 
that of the remainder, few, if any, are 
likely to bear fruit of desirable size or 
quality. But there is a chance, a sporting 
chance, that some will bear good dates. 
‘there is also just the barest possibility 
that one or two wil] bear fruit equal to or 
even superior to that from some of the. es- 
tablished varieties. Lurking back of the 
obvious risk in attempting to develop a 
date garden from seed, is the sporting urge 
of the possibility of repeating the expe- 
rience of Arabian originators of the fine 
commercial varieties—namely, cf originat- 
ing, here in America, certain new varie- 


ties that will enlarge and improve the pos- 
sibilities of the industry, as well as bring- 
ing substantial reward to the lucky orig- 
inator. 

Recently the DuValj date garden, nine 
miles southeast of Palm Springs. at the 


north end of Coachella Valley. has been 
attracting many visits from date experts, 
who are interested in the promise of cer 
tain of the dates of this seedling plant- 
ing. K. DuVall's venture in devMopinzg 
a ten-acre oasis of productive and profit- 
able palms from the planting of seed his 
resulied in an exceptional success. Out of 
the thousands of palms he has grown from 
seed, he has more than enough of commer- 
cial quality t occupy the permanent or- 
chard spaces, 3x30 feet apart, of his irri- 
gated lend. For the last three years (his 
palms are now 6 years old.) he has derived 
a profitable income from the sale of his date 
crop. One of his palms, which he has 


named the Wonder Giantess because of its 


size and the quantity of dates which it 
bears, is as large as many other palms half 
again as old. This thrifty seedling put 
forth nine spathes last year, each carrying 
a heavy bunch of dates, the total weight of 
the harvested fruit boing about 800 pounds. 
The dates are of the size, quality and get- 
eral appearance of the Degiet Noor, and

desert soils; and so, when it came time for 
him to pick out a prospective date garden, 
he did not just go and secure land anywhere 
in the dategrowing region; quite to the 
contrary, he roamed the desert over with 
a shovel, digging down beneath plausible 
surfaces. The piece of land he finally se- 
lected had the appearance of a sandy waste 
and was inconveniently situated across a 
wash, some distance from the highway. 

Finding that it was located on a railroad 
s°ction, he purchased 240 acres at a nomi- 
nal price per acre in order to secure the 
desired ten. This was in 1915. The first. 
year was spent in leveling the land and de- 
veloping water, and the next he plan.ed 
his date seeds. | 

These seeds were secured from the gov- 
ernment and were of dates of the two well- 
known established varieties, the Degiet 
Noor, a medium-soft date, considered by 
some to be the choicest date grown, and 
the Thoory, a rather hard, dry date, the 
manna fruit of the African desert. Some 
of the seeds were cf interpollinated fruit. 
as, for instance, Thoory dates pollinatéd 
by Deglet Noor flowers. He planted the 
seeds over most of the ten acres, a few 
feet apart in rows separated by ten-foot 
spaces, with the intention of leaving such 
palms as proved worthy of keeping in per- 
manent pesitions, about thirty feet distant 
from one another. 

As soon as the young palms revealed 
their sex he dug out the males and burned 
them. The work of the third and fourth 
years consisted mainly in eliminating the 
nodesirable femaies. While this may now 
be considered complete, after a fashion, 


a date palm, each six years old. 


Mr. DuVall sells them, neatly packed in 


strawberry boxes, at 50 cents a pound. 

Of his other profitable palms, all good- 
sized, some bear dates of exceptional qual- 
ity, others cf extraordinary size. One palm 
‘in particular, which may qualify as the 
progenitor of a New California commercial 
variety, beurs dates which weigh individa- 
ally almost an ounce apiece. This secdling 
variety has received, tentatively, the name 
of Jumbo. His seedling garden has pro 
duced all colors of dates from light amber 
to ebony black. The variation in shape. 
texture and flavor likewise runs the gamut 
of date ingenuity; but practically all of the 
trees he has saved bear fruit that is ex- 
tremely edible and of commercial value. 

Before going any farther, a note of 
warning should be sounded. Mr. DuVall's 
remarkable results are in part attributable 
only to good luck—the smile of the goddess 
of Fortune for one. This lady has a habit 
of smiling on one and frowning on the 
other 999 in 1000. Ventures with date seeds 
have caused a good deal of hardship, suf- 
fering and loss of both time and money. 
It is mot to be inferred from the happy out- 
come of one man's experience that others 
can go out into the desert and do like- 
wise. For one instance of success, even in 

enterprises where chance is as largely 
eliminated as is humanly possible, there 
are always a score or two of failures. But 
life is such that only the remarkable, out- 
standing case of achievement gains and de- 
serves special mention, and is interesting 
matter for wide publicity. The raising of 
date palms from seeds is safe and advis- 
able only as a side issue, a hobby, in cir- 
cumstances where the livelihood and the 
future are adequately provided for other- 


wise.

lett than the can well acc »mmodate. 
A few of these, as well as some of the off- 
shoots from the best seedlings, have been 
set out on adjacent land, looking toward 
the beginning of a new garden. 

After the fourth or fifth ycar date palms 
begin to bear offshoots. These must be re- 
moved in order to develop a bealthy and 
managable parent. The offshoots of good 
varietics are of course valuable, being the 
means of prepetuating the strain, just as 
budding and grafting. or the taking of cut- 
tings are means to propagating true varie- 
ties of other fruits. Such of the DuValli 
off shoots as are taken from high-class 
palms, like the Wonder Giantess or the

Jumbo, will be used to plant gardens to 
these particular varieties. After the se- 
ond and third generations begin to bear off- 
shoots, cnough of them will be available 
to launch the new varieties upon definite 
commercial careers, if such a move is found 
advisable. 

In working out this profitable date garden 
from seedlings, Mr. DuVall found that the 
Thoory seed produced more desirable palm-« 
than the Deglet Noor ssed. And far from 
coming true to stock by producing dry, or 
manna, dates, the Thoory seedlings bore 
dates of a soft type. The Wonder Giantess 
comes from a Thoory seed, borne on 4 
spathe pollinated by Deglet Noor flowers. 
This, in Mr. DuVail's experience, proved the 
most satisfactory seed producing the thrif- 
tiest and best types of palms. 

It must be remembered that the soil of 
this remarkable date garden is largely re. 
sponsible for the splendid results obtained. 
at least in the matter of rapidity and luxu- 
riance of growth. In digging the well the 
proprietcr’s first opinion of the soil was 
confirmed by finding an unlimited pervious 
cendition made up of alternating strata of 
sandy loam, clay, vegetable matter and 
charcoal. Evidently the soil was built up 
by deposits uf detritus washed down from 
the near-by slopes of the mountains. The 
charcoal found at depths of sixty and eighty 
fect is accounted for in the same way. by 
the washing down of charred embers from 
the burnt-over mountain slopes, The sur- 
face coil has the appearance of being pure 
sand, but close inspection reveals that it 
is thoroughly mixed with fine silty matter. 
It is the type of soil known as Indio loam, 
rich and easy to handle, retentive of mois 
ture and excellent for all manner of crops, 
whether dates, grapes, pomelos, cotton, 
oniers or garden truck. 


The luxuriance of this garden may be at- 
tributed, in pert, to Mr. DuVall's distineiis« 
cultural system. The last word is per. 
haps inappropriate, as ihe tender of the 
garden denies with a quaint smile that he 
has any “system” rather, his is an hon: =t. 
an avowed intention to eschew = syxtem, 
and, in his own words, 
Be this cs it may, because of the results. 
we are much interested in the methods. 

To all appearances, then. the DuVall date 
garden is a sort of jungle, a wild riotous 
oasis, abandoned to the laissex-faire  ca- 
prices of nature. The palms are so dense 
as to render the garden impenetralle to 
the eye at any point tor mere than thir.» 
to sixty feet. Access is dificult, a matter 
of winding in and out and crawling under 
branches; rather hazardous, too, on account 
of the sharp epines of the palm leavers.

In « measure he 
has, after years of patient endeavor, been 
successful. To “test strain. eight 
agricultural colleges in various sections 
are experimenting with it, all of which re- 
port encouraging progress: indeed, t)« ecrs 
come white, are of standard size aud of 
good quality throughout. Obviously, 
ketion in the breeding-pen will have to 
observed to avoid reversion to ai lnown- 
tinted color. 
it witt be recalied that the Untied States 
Department of Agriculture is working on 
the creation of a meat breed that will lay 
a white-shelled egg. and which is known as 
the “Lamona.” While some progress has 
resulted, the breed has failed, up to the 
present time, of attaining commercial rank. 
The Dorking lays « light-colored egg. but 
fot pure white; it is really of a pinkish 
cast. At times even some of the Medi- 
terranean breeds will lay eggs not snow- 
white. Just why the heavier breeds should 
lay brown eggs and the lighter breeds 
white egas has never been explained. For 
Buff Wvandottes to produce white-shelled 
eggs is certainly out of the usual, and we 
hope Mr. Hofmann will perfect his strain 
so that it will become recognized in a 
large commercial way throughout the coun- 
try. It will indeed be interesting to learn 
the findings of the eight agricultural col- 
leges that have taken up Mr. Hofmann’'s 
strain in an experimental way. 


That Broody Hen 

if the hen that brooded chicks well last 
year is again broody, one is fortunate if he 
wants to breed this year with a hen moth- 
er. When one wanis only a small flock in 
his backyard and not more than fifteen 
good chicks, it is wise to consider the hen 
mother and learn of her. Things may be 
written about her and read in_ reliable 
print, yet not impressed vpon a reader un- 
less ve knows the habits of hens. There 
ix nothing like experience with a mother 
hen to make one aware of all her viriues. 
All. that expert breeders know, the mother 
hen has taught them and incubators and 
breeders are built to mother hen 
stunts. The novice wants to be told how 
he can know when a hen is broody. One 
cannot help knowing it if he associates 
with his hens because the hen mother is 
a maternal exh'bit at every turn she makes. 
At first she sits a long time upon a nest, 
und if laying hens peck at her and drive 
her off, she will hunt bits of litter and 
carry them in her mouth to a dark corner 
of the hen-pen, packing them down in a 


place she has scratched out in the soil or 


on the floor. She longs to make her nest 
according to -personal taste. If a laying 
hen likes the fdea of an original nest, 
she may insist upon laying in the nest 
with her and the broody hen will be glad 
to get the egg and will keep it warm if 
it ix not moved. When one gves into the 
pen to get the egg the broody one will 
«luck furiously and fight the hand that 
reuches under her. The best of mothers 
ure really savage about keeping eggs wn- 
der them and one should have a care and 


remove all while the breed- 


ing season is on. 


The hen goes broody as she lays the 
last egg of a clutch, and will sit on the 
last egas she lays if permitted to do so. 
Even though her eggs are fine to incu- 
twte. it is a bad plan to allow any eggs to 
re:sain under her and to put others with 
them, since the first eggs will hatch sooner 
than the others for being covered and kept 
warm longer. in spite of her clucking, 
she should be made to give up her ergs 
vuatil one is sure she means business. Some- 
time noor mother hens seem to be hroody 
a few days and then auit the nest habit. 
There are non-sitting breeds. and breeds 
the hen of which rarelv gets broody. One 
should watch the clucking hen for three 
er. four dave and be sure she wants to sit 
long enough toe hatch chicks before putting 
the nest ees under her. If one wishe< to 
incubate his own eges. he must consider 
that the last laid eggs of a civtch are not 
the strongest eggs. He should save for 
incubating the early laid eggs of a clutch. 
but not the first, and*should mark on each 
egg the date it is leid. so as not to get 
the eggs too lone laid. The fresher thev 
ore, tha better, but exes Inid two wecks 
and which have been carefully turned each 
day are in vrime condition. Longer la‘d 
eggs are often good for incubating, but 
should be used as uncertain and ovly where 
needed.-te.. fill. the.sitting.... They-.may

if the broody hen likes the dark carver 
of the pen,'and does not let the laying 
hens bother her seriously, one should take 
a box big enough to accommodate \the hen. 
and make a nest, much like the nest the 
hen made, putting enough soil in the bottom 
to pat down well, and scooping out a sauccer- 
like extension, so that ii fits the hen's body 
and tends to make eggs roll to the middle. 
Then he should put in a lot of clean litter 
and pat it hen-fashion and line the nest. 
One side of the box should be only high 
enough to hold the litter, the other sides 
being left to keep drafts off the hen. He 
should sprinkle insect powder well over 
the nest, and put it in the chosen corner 
when it is quite dark at night, when the 
litted hen will noi make much fuss, and 
when he will not disturb the  perching 
fowls. It is well to put a china erg in the 
nest as a coaxer, and te warm it a tittle 
beforehand. The hen should be carefully 
handled, powdered well on the back and 
under the wing fichts, and put into a box 
raised off the floor of the pen with sunned 
rocks, so that the floor of the nest-box will 
keep dry. 

if the broody hen is sitting well in the 
morning when she comes off to ext break- 
fast with the other hens, one should take 
out the china egg and put the nest eggs in 
carefully and watch her go back on the 
nest. If she is clumsy and threatens to 
break eges getting on the nest at first, one 
shenld take her up carefully and carefully 
remove most of the eggs, letting her go 
buck on the few. Then it will be easy to 
sli» the Others under her. She will take 
care of them after she is settled down and 
sure she is noi going to be robbed of her 
eggs. One should go as far away from her 
as he can go and yet see her, when she 
returns from breakfast, so she will not 
fear being robbed and will go on the nest 
slowly. The laying hens will be out in the 
vard as she goes on. One must see that 
the back perch of his hen-house is far 
enough front so the droppings will not fall 
on the nest. 


hi is anxious work “sitting a broody hen,’ 
‘but after she is settled down to work, the 
anxiety lifts, because the hen knoWs more 
than a caretaker about what had beiter 
be. One should be careful to nest only 
strong-shelled eggs, but if the hen breaks 
a shell and soils the eggs. they must be 
carefully washed in warm water when the 
hen is off eating, and one should net put 
in a fresh egg to replace the broken one. 


About Hen-Feathered 


The Sebright bantams, male and female, 
are feathered alike, and every little while a 
hen-feathered male will show up in breed- 
‘ing Hamburgs. In the latter cizss they 
have very short sickle feathers, or none 
at all, and seldom will fertilize their eggs. 
In breeding Sebrights, the males are often 
unable to fertilize exgs, but are always hen- 
feathered. Sebright bantams are, without 
doubt, the most beautiful of all bantams. 
They are like birds and not bred for their 
usefulness, as some of the bantams may 
be.

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ALFALFA HAY AS A FERTILIZER; 
A SUGGESTION AND A PROPHECY 


VER recurring and everlasting is the 
problem of fertilization with South- 
ern California citrus growers. With 

the exception of prices received for the 
fruit, there is probably no other question 
of such great interest to them. The reasons 
for this interest are numerous and obvious. 
Outside of the actual labor costs, on the 
average, there is no other item entering 
into the cost of production of citrus fruits 
of such im nee as that of fertilisation. 
And if theré is any axiom in citriculture, 
which has become established as a result 
of a half century of experience it is that 
regular and annual fertilization is a pre- 
requisite to profitabie returns in the raie 
i of citrus fruits. 
umerous angles of the fertilization ques- 
tion are constantly arising, although it is 
now generally agreed that the fundamentals 
of the subject are fairly well established. 
Brietiy speaking, the two outstanding re- 
quirements of citrus trees, in the way of 
fertilizers, are decayable organic material 
and the element nitrogen. In all save the

as the basis of a satisfactory fertilizer 
program, takes care of both organic mate 
rial and nitrogen, with the exception that 
small additions of extra nitrogen may be 
necessary under certain conditions.

ALFALFA HAY AS A FERTILIZER; | 
SUGGESTION AND A PROPHECY 


VER recurring and everlasting is the 
problem of fertilization with South- 
ern California citrus growers. With 

the exception of prices received for the 
fruit, there is probably no other question 
of such great interest to them. The reasons 
for this interest are numerous and obvious. 
Outside of the actual labor costs, jon the 
average, there is no other item entering 
into the cost of production of citrus fruits 
of such importance as that of fertiliaation. 
And if theré is any axiom in citriculture, 
which has become established as a result 
of a half century of experience it is that 
reguiar and annual fertilization is a pre- 
requisite to profitable returns in the 
~ of citrus fruits. 

umerous angles of the fertilization ques- 
tion are constantly arising, although it is 
now generally agreed that the fundamentals 
of the subject are fairly well established. 
Brietly speaking, the two outstanding re- 
quirements of citrus trees, in the way of 
fertilizers, are decayable organic material 
and the element nitrogen. In all save the 
chemical sources of nitrogen the two are 
intimately associated. The application of 


‘barnyard manure, now generally regarded

as the basis of a satisfactory fertilizer 
program, takes care of both organic mate- 
rial and nitrogen, with the exception that 
small additions of extra nitrogen may be 
necessary under certain conditions. It is 
also generally recognized that nitrogen of 
an organic character is more satisfactory 
than nitrogen from chemical sources. The 
chemical forms undoubtedly have a place 
in a rational fertilization program, but only 


fin combination with ample quantities of 


organic material; certainly not to the ex- 
clusion of the bulky materials of vegetable 
origin. 

—As the industry has developed, the 
sources of these two necessities have in- 
creased in number; this year one fertilizer 
is cheaper; next, another comes into promi- 
nence, and so the thing goes, by cycles.

STOCKMEN’S WOES DUE TO MANY 
CAUSES—WHY BLAME NEW YARDS? 


IVESTOCK production has been my 

business for thirty years, or ever since 

I was able to follow cattle on a burro. 
A pony succeeded the burro, and thenframe 
cow punching on the Arizona range in 
rather hard days, and, thereafter, a va- 
riety of ranch and ‘cattle experience. One 
can’t help learning through repeated ex- 
perience, but I can truthfully state that 
the last. four years have tanght me more 
than the preceding twenty-six, as to the 
vagaries of rain, grass and drouth, and as 
to marketing essentials, the things that 
dictate how much the producer gets for 
his investment and trouble. 


In the days of old King Tut, no doubt, 
the local magicians told the people the sun 
darkened in eclipse because of tome par- 
ticular error in their ways. In the terri- 
tory around Los Angeles the range men 
are being told that the present low cattle 
prices are due to the Los Angeles Union 
Stockyards. 


It must be admitted that the part of the 
western cattle trade which is organized 
into an association represents the bulk of 


membership, even though it does not rep- 
resent the sentiment of bulk membership 
or bulk cattle, on some questiOns such as 
the attack aimed at the new stockyards 
in Los Angeles on the occasion of the re 
cent cattlemen’s association convention in 
the western metropolis.

California hog men secure $1.50 
or more a hundred weight over Wichita, 
Kan., prices and are not in any special 
ferment. The dairy business is paying well. 
The dissatisfied folks are the cattle pro 
ducers, and with the present prices, they 
have just cause for feeling the way they 
do. Their failure seems to keep them on 
a chase from one theory or panacea to an- 
other; they have a regard for the consumer 
more tender than for their own welfare, 
and a leaning toward “opposition” rather 
than construction. They want to fix the 
old bus by taking something more out of 
it all the time, instead of fixing the vitals 
in it, and they won't even leave the blame 
thing and build a new one. 

TWO ALTERNATIVES

been shipped into Southern California from 
outlying districts, the San Joaquin Valley, 
Imperial Valley, Nevada and points even 
farther east. These supplies have gradually 
diminished through constantly greater 
amounts being consumed at home or as the 
result of being shipped to points where they 
can be sold at higher prices than citrus 
growers can afford to pay, taking into com 
sideration the high freight rates. The sup 
ply of locally produced manure has bees 
comparatively stationary for some years 
and is certain not to increase materiafly,; 
The demand, however, is increasing all the 
while, so that the manure situation is, on 
the whole, growing decidedly worse, year 
by year. 

The same is true, relatively, for the other 
sources of nitrogenous organic materials 
Tankage and fishmeal are rapidly going 
into use as live-stock feed, as is also dried 
blood. Bat guano, formerly in rather com 
mon use, has become so scarce as to ap 
pear in marketable quantities only occasion 
ally. Cotton-seed meal is subject to great 
price fluctuations, according to supply and 
demand, as it relates to livestock feed- 
stuffs. The supply of bean straw, which, 
of recent years, has come into prominence 
as a source of fertilizer for citrus groves, 
fluctuates enormously from year to year 
and has come to occupy a relation to feed- 
stuffs which sets the price at a figure which 
citrus growers can barely afford to pay. 
There is every indication that bean-straw 
supplies will diminisif in the future, rather 
than increase. Far-sighted citrus growers, 
therefore, have come to the general con- 
clusion that other sources of fertilizer 
than those above mentioned must be relied 
on in the future to maintain the productiv- 
ity of Southern California citrus groves. 

A number of solutions to this most im- 
portant problem have been offered and are 
applicable to a greater or lesser d 
The addition of the dairy herd to the cit- 
rus orchard came into prominence several 
years ago and there are now quite a number 
of citrus growers who have gone into the 
dairy business primarily for the purpose of 
providing fertilizer for their orchards, 
There is room for some fevelopment and 
expansion of this combinatjon, but it can- 
not de expected ever to solve the problem 
of fertilizing the many thousands of acres 
of citrus groves. The raising of poultry in 
combination with citrus orchards appears 
to be particularly promising for small a 
ages. The confining character of the w 
however, renders this combination one 
which will never be universally followed. 

Padoubtedly the practice of raising sweet 
clover and other leguminous materials on 
waste lands for use ag fertilizers, in certain 
districts in particular, will increase. This 
practice, however, can never fully meet the 
requirements of fertilizing Southern Cali- 
fornia citrus orchards. It is already appar 
ent to thinking growers that there must be 
developed an industry of a rather perma- 
nent character which will provide the 

fertilizer in adequate amounts 
and at a relatively stable price, if the fer 
tilizer needs of the citrus industry are to 
be met im any satisfactory manner. 

During the past five years the use of alk 
falfa as a fertilizer for citrus groves has 
come into considerable prominence, espe 
cially in certain districts. Sufficient data 
has been secured to demonstrate conciw 
sively that it furnishes a most desirable fer 
tilizer. Its nitrogen content is relatively 
high, averaging better than 2 per cent. The 

matter contained in cured alfalfa is 
undoubtedly particularly well adapted te 
use by citrus trees. The.exact reasons for 
this condition are not definitely known, but, 
in comparison with other materials of a 
similar character, alfalfa hay has demon- 
strated a clear-cut superiority. According 
to figures furnished by the Alfalfa Grow- 
ers’ Exchange, more than 1,000,000 tons of 
alfalfa hay, or its equivalent In green feed, 
is raised in Southern California, clearly in- 
dicating an ample supply for the needs of 
the citrus industry. It is believed that al 
falfa can be grown and sold as fertilizer 
to citrus growers at a price which will pay 
a reasonable profit to the alfalfa producer 
and still meet the pocketbook of the citrus 
grower. Putting these two situations to- 
gether would indicate that the permanent 
solution of the fertilizer prablem of the 
Southern California citrus industry may 
well lie in the greater use‘of alfalfa. There 


appear to be many advantages to re 
lationship—ad vantages to both cit grow- 
er and alfalfa producer. -

MOIST HEAT KILLS 
GERMS IN THE DAIRY 


an short time ago a county institution de 
tected a marked increase in the bacterial 
count of its milk supply. The dairyman 
‘producing the product was unable to de 
tect the cause of the contamination, so & 
county inspector made a careful inspection 
of the dairyman'’s premises and invest? 
gated his methods. The cows were being 
milked by hand in a sanitary manner and 
the dairy in general was in a favorable 
condition. The inspector was likewise un- 
able to account for the existing unfavor- 
able source of trouble. @ 

It was discovered that the dairynian in- 
stead of sterilizing his strainer cloths daily 
was only sterilizing them every other day. 
When this irregularity was corrected, the 
bacterial count was reduced 80,000 
to 7000. 

In the same vicinity another 
was operating a milking machine and his 
bacterial count was running in the neigh- 
borheod of 13,000. It was found that he 
was thoroughly washing and rinsing the 
teat cups and milk tubes, and submerging 
them in a commercial chemical solution 
until the next milking. The dairyman was 
advised to thoroughly wash and rinse the

These two incidents illustrate the effec- 
tiveness of proper sterilization and also the 
superiority of moist heat as a germ killer 
over harmless chemical] solutions. 


WATCH FOR SIGNS OF 
CHOLERA IN SWINE 


Watch for the first hog to show signs’ of 
cholera, advises a Department of Agriculture 
specialist. If the herd is treated imme 
diately, it is generally possible to save it 
with but few losses. If the disease, however, 
is allowed to reach all the animals before 
the serum preventive treatment is applied, 
heavy losses may be expected. Antihog- 
cholera serum is a preventive and not a 
cure for hog cholera. 

Whenever a hog dies of an unknown 
cause, the owner should watch his herd 
Closely for at least a week, and if any more 
hogs in the herd begin to show signs of sick- 
ness, a veterinarian should be called imme 
diately, for the chances are that hog cholera 
has reached the herd, and prompt action in 
applying the serum treatment is the only 
th that will save the well animals. 

A temperature, ranging from 105 de- 
grees to 108 degrees Fahrenheit, in a hog 
that staggers when it walks, is a pretty good 
indication of hog cholera. Such hogs should 
be segregated and not allowed to mingle 
with other hogs, or to wander about, for 
they wil] spread the disease wherever they 
g0, sometimes in places where it is impos- 
sible to disinfect. Hogs that die on the farm 
should be buried, or, preferably, burned, in 
order to prevent birds, insects, and animals 
that visit the carcass from spreading the 
disease. 

Usually the disease is most prevalent dur- 
ing the fal] months, and losses are invari- 
ably heavy in herds where owners neglect 
to immunize their hogs before the disease 
reaches them, or fail to call a veterimarian 
immediately on its first appearance. 


VALUE OF DAIRY PRODUCTS 


Dairy products 
had a gross value of $2,090,455,000, accord- 
ing to estimates by the United States De 
partment of Agriculture. The value of 
dairy products in 1921 was placed at $2,352,- 
000,000, and in 1920, the top year in values, 
at $3,018,000.000. Whole-milk sales from 
farms and consumption on farms comprised 
65 per cent of the total value of all dairy 
products in 1922, and are given a value of 
$1,357,000,000. Im 1921, the value of such 
whole milk was placed at $1,567,000,000, 
and in 1920, at $1,911,000,000. Farm-made 
butter had a value of $220,000,000 in 1922, 
compared with $242,000,000 in 1921 and with 
$366,000,000 in 1920. The 1922 value of 
cheese made, cream sold, butter fat sold, 
buttermilk, whey and skim milk, is placed 
at $513,018,000, compared with $542,817,000 
in 1921 and with $740,736,000 in 1920. The

Why Blame Yards? 


(Continued from page 17) 


Personally, I can’t understand why Ari- 
zona men are so ‘bitter about Idaho and 
Colorado and northern cattle coming into 
Los Angeles through the attraction of a 
better price as against more freight and 
1000 miles further haul, than if they went 
East to markets. The price must be better 
out this way if it brings them, and Arizona 
sells some 300,000 cattle yearly, of which 
at least 290,000 could not possibly conflict 
with the northern beef, and 75 per cent 
of this 290,000 generally goes to these very 
northern districts. The north buys the 
bulk of Arizona yearlings and can't do it 
unless the north has the money through 
beef sales. 

A lot of people want to know why cattle 
prices declined in February, and the word 
has gone around that the stockyards caused 
the decline, that the stockyards is a fail- 
ure, and so on. The stockyards which Los 
— always so ardently desired, seems 

to be the goat when it comes to laying 
the blame for all the ills of tle stock ‘bust 


This does not imply that the stockyards 
as operated and working here are perfect, 
for nothing new can work without some 
friction and rough spots. I think it is a 
deplorable fact, too, that the outside capl- 
tal backing these new yards doesn’t under- 
stand western condkions, customs or hab- 
its of dealing. The possibility may even 
exist that these new yards will be hard 
put to keep from sinking before long, but 
it is my opinion that when it comes to a 
question of sinking or swimming, we will 
see them swimming strong. One thing is 
sure the new yards must win or fail on 
the strength of the service they render. 
In other sections such yards have built up 
the surrounding livestock industry. If they

On present offal and hide values, the 
actual meat cost of the $7.50 live weight 
steer is 11.61 cents, and with, overhead, de- 
livery and sale expense, the most compe- 
tent packer can’t sell it for 12 cents without 
losing money. During the meat fight, most 
of them donated about $6 on every steer 
they handled in that period. 

Whenever hides go up 1 cent it adds 
70 cents to animal value. If kers’ hides 
advance 10 cents it adds $7 to that steer. 
The way of the packer in judging beef is 
entirely different from that the cowman 
uses, for the packer looks at ih from a 
basis of the existing demand for that par- 
ticular kind of carcass. That demand may 


at another. The ordinary range man thinks 
the packer is “spoofing” him when he says 
he wants either heavy or light steers at 
different times. The condition of an ani- 
mal makes its dressing percentage. Ali 
the packer has in his mind is how much 
will that beef carcass cost and how much 
will it bring. To sell efficiently requires 
a specified knowledge that most producers 
lack, and, in addition, a knowledge of the 
existing state of supply in the coolers of 
the packers. 

Another thing that mystifies is how 
packers can feed and make at times when 
prodiicers feed and lose in the same feed 
yards. The packer buys a 1000-pound halt- 
fat steer. That~steer might kill white, but 
Soule only dress 50 per cent. All the 
packer can see is 500 pounds of meat. The 
packer pays 6 cents, spends $30 for feed, 
and gets a 1200-pound fat steer, for a total 
cost of $90. He see 720 pounds of beef 
instead of 500 pounds, for the fat steer 
dresses 60 per cent instead of 50 per cent.

“Tunnel”, an abandoned mine, six miles 


run off for years past, with no diminution 
during the drought, while at the other end 
of the valley toward Menifee, vegetables 
and some of the finest cotton ginned here, 
have been grown without irrigation. 
Sarface water is found all through the 
town of Perris and the valley at depths 
varying from seventeen to fifty feet. The 
well which supplies the town with water 
is 265 feet deep and while pumping thirty 
inches, is lowered but two feet. This well 
when supplied with a better pumping plant, 
will yield three times the amount water 
now drawn from it. 

In reference to the “high cost” of water: 
During -war times, farmers, without due 
consideration of the fluctuating price of al- 
falfa, and the relative cost of pumping with 
electric and oll motors, discarded the latter 
and contractelil to use electricity, thus more 
than doubling their expenses. The price 
of water is no higher here than in other 
places, Riverside or Hemet, for instance. 
But it takes double the amount for alfalfa 
that is required for growing citrus or other 
fruits and five times the amount used on 
the same acreage for cotton so that bills 
for pumping have naturally been higher. 

H. G. Hartshorn stated in his recent ar- 
ticle in the Farm and Tractor Section that 
in the project for piping the water from 
Warner's Dam ‘to this place, the estimated 
cost was $4,000,000... This is scarcely ac- 
curate. As understood by the property 
owners here, the initial cost would have 
been $8,000,000; a dictributing system about 
$2,000,000 (not having been included in the 
estimate.) This project could not have 
been expected to meet with much approval 
from the few hundred inhabitants of the 
Perris Valley. 

There are two ways to financial success. 
One is in using large sums of capital in 
the development of resources, the other 
in the patient, continuous use of resources 
at hand. The opportunity for the first has 
never yet come to the Perris Valley. The 
success of the second has been demon- 
strated beyond a doubt here in many in- 
stances. The Woodward Brothers have 
demonstrated it on their 100-acre alfalfa 
ranch. Seventeen years ago when we 
came to the town of Perris, we were told 
by every other person we met, that, “Noth- 
ing could be done here—there was no 
water.” Being hard-headed, we determined 


At fifty feet, we had 
a fine well. Men watching operations said, 
“It’s nothing but seepage. You can't do 
anything with that.” But it tasted good 
And in these years, on our five lots, from 
the despised water, we have. supplied our 
home table with oranges, lemons, limes, 
an abundance of olives, melons, pome- 
granates, loquats, quinces, peaches, several 
varieties of - apples, plums, pears and 
grapes, and also blackberries and gtraw- 
berries. And as there was plenty of it, we 
did not worry about what kind of water 
it was.—Elizabeth Perris, 
forale.

On this ranch hen mothers are used for 
hatching and brooding the chicks hatched 
there, although Mr. Vaughan also has some 
of his eggs hatched in a hatchery. These 
he broods with a gas brooder, in a specially 
built little house, with a fresh air system 
which he has worked out in such a way 
that no drafts are possible, but circulating 
air is absolutely sure all the time. 

To one accustomed to Leghorns, these 
chickens seem immense, and look very odd 
with their feathered legs and feet. But 
they are beautiful and strut around as 
though fully conscious of the fact. 

Forty or fifty years ago the Brahmas 
were a popular fowl, but of late very little 
has been heard about them, except from 
fanciers, and they have been held at rather 
high prices. People are beginning to find 
out that they are a valuable back yard 
fowl and serve about as many people at 
the Thanksgiving feast or festive board as 
a young| turkey. Being ers, they 
are more profitable ~ od turkeys, and do 
not eat nearly as much, besides much eas- 
ier to raise. 

Tnilike most other heavy or dual purpose 
breeds, the Brahma hen is not inclined to 
broodiness, and when she does take a no- 
tion to set, is very easily “broken up.” 
She is willing to lay a goodly share of her 
eges in the winter when eggs are high. 

As capons the Brahma is most desirable 
as it grows to enormous size. 


| FARM SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

Last year, over 400 septic tanks were 
in California under 
the direction of the Agricultural Extension 
and Agricultural Engineering Divisions of 
the university, co-operating with the va- 
rious farm bureau centers. According to 
estimates, the cost of a septic tank sys 
tem, including tile, varies with the price 
of material in different localities, $27 to 
$36 being given as the average material 
cost and $50 to $66 as the average total cost 
of the several thousand tanks of this design 
built in the State the past few years.

RECOMMENDS EARLY 
PRUNING OF CITRUS 


The Agricultural Extension Service is 
recommending that citrus growers plan to 
do their pruning as early as possfble this 
season, in order to give the trees an op- 
portunity to make a full season's growth 
and to recover to the greatest possible de- 
gree from the effects of last year’s injury. 
It is pointed out that the longer pruning 
is delayed the shorter the crowing season 
is, and the later the period of active growth 
will be, with a consequent greater danger 
that the trees will enter the winter period 
without the wood properly ripened-up to 
withstand low temperatures. 

The retéommendations offered with ref- 
erence to practices *to be used are: (1.) 
Light to moderate treatment for all classes 
of trees, since this will aid in the restora- 
tion of the equilibrium between root 8ystem 
and above-ground parts. (2.) The grad- 
ual eliminati@wi of branches showing se 
vere frost injury, and particularly large 
frost cracks, involving the taking out of 
(3.) The 
avoidance of heading back, or “stubbing,” 
on account of the waste of energy which 
this practice occasions, since it invariably 
results in the production ef vigorous vege- 
tative growth, most of which is undesirable 
and must be later removed. 


CHLOROFORM USED TO 
DESTROY LUNG WORMS 


Lanz-worm infestations in cattle and 
sheep cause rather extensive losses among 
live stock. Sheep and cattle kept on low 
ma@shy ground are very likely to contract 
this trouble. The affected animals general- 
ly show a gradual loss of flesh, accompanied 
by progressive weakness and a_ slight 
cough, which may at times develop into 
paroxysms of coughing, some of the thread- 
like parasites and. their eggs generally 
being expelled. If this material expelled 
lodges on feed consumed by animals not 
yet affected, they may acquire the disease. 
In severe outbreaks large numbers of ani- 
mals may die. 

Various forms of medication have been 
su ted for destroying lung worms. The 
delicate nature of the lung tissue precludes 
the use of strong active agents, hence in 
the past the disease was looked upon as 
incurable. More recently, however, the 


“use of chloroform by inhalation has been 


tried on a large number of cattle and sheep, 
and under certain conditions has proved a 


‘very good remedy for destroying the worms 


in the lungs without injuring the animals 
treated. Sheep are rather sensitive to the 
action of chloroform but cattle apparently 
are not inju and, when mildly affected, 
often are f from the trouble after one 
or two treatments, provided they are oth- 
erwise given the proper care and attention.

by economic necessity to pass on to 
producer. Price above or below cost 
production has little or no effect after 
meat goes into the retail shop. The 
item of taxes, which helps name the rent 
amount, is of far more importance to the 
retail butcher than a few cents either way 
on beef. 

Today, the very finest steer beef is sellin 
to the retail butcher for 12 cents per 
and he gets good lamb for 24 cents. The 
consumer pays in most shops 50 cents for 
steaks from the beef or for chops from 
the loin of either animal. Durire the war. 
when cattle were twice as high as now, 
the retailer sold the 
. The retailer pays twice as much 
for the lamb as for the beef, but there is 
plenty of margin in the residence shops 
to make the same price for loin cuts by 
the time the consumer gets it. All this is 
an old story, of course, and doubtless many 
of the 1200 retail meat shops doing busi- 
ness today in Los “Angeles have troubles 
of thelr own. They would not have if the 
number was 600 and all were kept going to 
capacity, abd sold meat at a considerably 
leas price. 

Like the 15 per cent fighting end of the 
livestock production, these men don’t want 
any change. Their associated influence, 
banking accounts, ads, and buying power 
are sufficient to make even the fighting 15 
per cent of the range cattlemen chary about 
bringiing up the “retail problem.” 

WHY STAND STILL? 

As the West has developed, great cities 
have been built up with ineréased demand 
for food. Los Angeles is already the third 
beef-consuming city in the United States. 
San Francisco is the second lamb-consum- 
ing city. All this has meant great change. 
We can't expect marketing methods to 
stand still. 

Not long ago the great cattle country 
resented the.arrival of the homesteaders, 
fought them, drove them out, and made life 
hard for them, but the homesteaders still 
came. Thev conquered too, for progress 
Was on thetr side. In our fathers’ time 
the same kind of conflict occurred in parts 
of the Middle West. In Arizona, less than 
thirty years ago, we certainly made life 
a burden for the sheep men who came 
onto our cattle ranges, but we finally had 
to accept the “Woolies.” Then we ob- 
jected to new settlers coming in and farm- 
ing all those nice open parks we had, but 
we had to accept them also. 

My compatriots In Arizona say they 
don’t want any stockyards. Well, only a 
few vears ago they would not sell a beef 
or feeder animal by weight. but wanted 
to “head’ them off. While the bulk has 
come to a weight basis, some of them still 
persist in wanting to “head them off,” even 
in the fall grass beef time, and they still 
want to do it in spring yearling sales.

A course of instruction in stock judging 
will be added this year to the subjects to 
be handled at the teachers’ short course 
that is to be conducted by the University 
of California in Los Angeles this summer.

of concentrated canned citrus jelly juice 
and marmalade juice. These juices can be 
prepared in canneries in the citrus-growing 
districts, by methods described above, and 
distributed through the usual trade chan- 
nels. The cost to the housewife of juice 
and sugar to make a six-ounce glass of mar- 
malade or jelly will not exceed 5 cents. 
The canned juices are also suitable for use 
in the preparation of marmalade and jelly 
upon a commercial scale. 

The jelly juice is prepared by boiling 
sliced oranges and lemons (equal weight 
of each) with water and pressing, followed 
by straining, settling, drawing off the juice 
from the, sediment, filtering, and concen- 
trating by boiling. The juice is filled boil- 
ing-hot into lacquered cans and sealed at 
once. Marmalade juice is prepared in the 
same manner, except that thinly-cut boiled 
peel is added at the time of canning. 

A higher yteld of pectin is obtained by 
the use of fruit cut to one-eighth of an inch 
in thickness or less than from that cut one 
fourth of an inch or thicker. Boiling for 
an hour and a half is necessary to obtain 
a maximum yield of pectin. The juice is 
mere easily cleared and the yield of pec- 
tin’ is increased if the fruit is boiled and 
léached with two lots of water dor forty- 
five minutes in each case (a toa! of one 
and one-half hours.) The juice should con- 
tain at least 1 per cent of acid and pectin, 
respectively. 

The writer believes that canned marma- 
lade juice, and to a less degree, canned 
citrus jelly juice, possess sufficiest merit 
to make their commercial production wor- 
thy of serious consideration. by canners and 
manufacturers of citrus by-products. Their 
production should afford a profitable means 
of utilizing fruit-canning equipment during 


the winter and spring months.

deposit of soot. So instead of helping his 
engine materially, he is making the gas 
harder to vaporize and dirtier in its com- 
bustion. Nearly every automobile manu 
facturing company furnishes instructioh 
books with its cars and these should be 
studied carefully. The novice had best not 
place too much credence in advice given by 
the “Gasoline Alley” type of mechanic. 


COURSE ON APPLES 

The Division of Agricultural Education, 
of the University of California, recently 
announced that it is offering a new corre 
spondence course on apple culture. An 
interesting feature recently brought out 
by H. M. Butterfield, supervisor of the 
agricultural corresfondence courses, is 
that California’s apple crop has an annual 
value about equal to that of the total gold 
output of the State.

sledges, stone drills, twist drills, axes and 
woodworking tools, deep straw. Cold chisels 
for light work and boilermaker’s tools, 
light purple. Cold chisels for ord work 
and knife .blades, blue tinged red.

As an example of hardening and temper 
ing a cold chisel or punch in one beat, the 
following instructions may be given: Fit 
a pair of tongs to hold the chisel around 
the body of the tool, half way between point 
and head. (The tongs should not be of too 
light @ lip or they are liable to loose their 
grip when hot.) Build a long, even fire, 
then hold the chisel so as to heat it even- 
ly from the point to the head to the hard- 
ening heat. Turn the chisel over several 
times as it heats, to aid in uniform heating. 
When both ends are up to the right heat, 
remove the tool from the fire and quench 
it (small end first,) with an up and down 
motion, until at least the fire half inch of 
the point is cold. Then turn it end for end 
and cool the head In the same manner. 
Now take an old piece of sand paper on a’ 
piece of lath ,or an old piece of grindstone 
of some sort and polish the ends that have 
been cooled. The center is still hot and 
soft and the points are cold, hard and 
bright. The heat from the center wiil travel) 


polished surfaces indicate, softening them 
proportionally. When desired color 
reaches the point (redisif blue) it should be 
cooled. The head end may be left slightly 
harder (light purple.) Let the middle cool 
as slowly as possible, so that it will be soft 
and tough. 

An angle of 60 degrees has been found 
to be most satisfactory for grinding points 
and cutting edges. An angle of this size 
may be easily constructed by forming a tri- 
angie of three pieces of wire, cut the same 
length, or any three-sided figure, all of 
whose sides are equal Care should be ex- 
ercised in grinding tools on dry stones to 
see that the temper is not drawn from the 
cutting edge by the heat generated in 
grinding. This is especially true with 
woodworking tools, as any heat higher than 
a “straw” is harmful. 


Many very handy ranch tools can be made 
of old automobile parts that have been dis 
carded.

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ARIZONA GROWERS 
FAVOR ACALA COTTON 


PHOENIX.—Despite the experiences of 
the past two seasons, the Salt River Valley 
will have as much cotton this season as 
last, or about 110,000 acres. It is reported 
that there will be a heavier planting of 
short staples, as the eastern mills fail 
to give preference to! Pima. Much of the 
machinery of the large gins, which have 
been handling long staple exclusively, is 
being changed over to handle the short 
staple. 


The Acala variety is being preferred for 
planting. It is secured mainly in Cali- 
fornia and is admitted after vacuum fumi- 
gation in Los Angeles. Two carloads of 
Coachella Valley Acala seed were recently 
received at Gila Bend, for the planting of 
8000 acres under the Gillespie canal, leased 
the McDevitt Company and others. 
Growers believe that the Acala will sell 
for nearly as much as Pima. It has a short- 
er growing season, ylelds heavier than the 
Pima, and, ig much more easily picked and 
ginned. Some Delta and Mebane also will 
be planted in the Sait River and Yuma 
valleys. 

Though the crop is not in, arrangements 
for picking already are being made by the 
Arizona Cotton Growers’ Association, 
which has headquarters in Tempe. Mexi- 
cans will continue to be the main source 
of labor end a large number of pickers is 
to be brought across the line.

THE VALUE OF THE BEE 
TO THE ORCHARDIST 


BY G. W. BERCAW 


Every day, in every way, the fruit grow- 
er is beginning to-learn that the fertiliza- 
tion of the fruit blooms by the agency of 
‘the common honey bee is of no little im- 


| portance in the production and growing of 


fruits, botL citrus and deciduous, especially 
in Southern California where so much fruit 
is produced. The vital importance of the 
honey bee, as a prime factor to the fruit | 
growing industry cannot in fact be over- 
looked, 

Nature’s immutable laws say that there 
must be cross fertilization of blooms. Na- 
ture has provided ways in which this fertil- 
ization may take place, and winged insects 
play a bog part in the plan. The bee is 
undoubiedly the most important pollen car- 
rier and should not be overlooked by the 
practical fruit grower, no difference what 
variety of fruit he may specialize in. ‘ 

Extensive experimentation proves the 
part the bee plays in the distribution of 
pollen from bloom to bloom, Much has 
been said about the self-fertilization of 
blooms and, while, to a limited degree 
this may be true among certain kinds of 
blooms, observation shows that it cannot 
always be depended upon. It has been 
proven that the common honey bee per- 
forms the greater part of the cross-fertili- 
zation, and that ig far more to be depended 
on than other agencies, such as wind and 
rain. It is a fact that not only are flow 
and blooms necessary, as a source of f 
for bees, nectar and pollen, but that bees 
and other insects are necessary to most 
flagwers, especially in their native wild 
state, in order that the species may be 
perpetuated. The failure of fruit crops is 
often due to damp, cold weather at a time 
when the blooms are on, preventing bees 
and other insects from actively working on 
the open bloom. This stage of weather 
sometimes comes in Southern California, 
the result being that we have light crops 
of the various kinds of fruit so common 
to the section. 


In an orange grove, when millions of the 
orange blooms are at their peak, the weath- 
er balmy, the ocean breezes tempered by 
the desert winds, wafting the perfume of 
millions of blooms far over the adjoining 
valleys, one will discover millions of honey 
bees almost forming a cloud between the 
groves and near-by aplaries. Many books 
have been written on the subject of the 
cross fertilization or pollenization of planis 
and flowers, but only in very recent years 
has any active research into this important 
subject been carried on.

T- corral is the center of activities in 


every cow outtit. Many stirring 
bucking contest has been = staged 
in this kind of  inclosure. In them, . 
generations of cows have been se 
unrated from their calves so that the latter 
mizht be branded, earmarked and vaccli- 


nated. There is not a corral in the entire 
range country that has not been scaled 
oy some :.an in a hurry to escape an 
irate old cow, longhorned steer or raging 
bull. 

The first use of the corral was to con- 
fine animals at night and to protect them 
from robbers and predatory unimals. Since 
the early colonial days, corrals have been 
used in America to facilitate the handling 
of the semiwild range stock. The Span- 
iard was the first American stockman, and 
it was he who adapted and improved the 
corral, as well as giving us the name. Some 
of the corrals built under the supervision 
of the industrious padres in South America 
and Mexico during the seventeenth cen- 
tury remain standing today. They were 
made of wood, stone, and adobe, together, 
a liberal supply of rawhide being often 
used to bind some of the material together. 

Streneth rather than beauty is desired 
in corrals. They must be horse high, hog 
tight and bull strong. Herds of cattle are 
always ready to stampede = and panicky 
horses to surge and mill and they often 
throw trefmendous pressure against the cor- 
ral sides. Round structures are favored 
because almost any range cow will “go on 
the prod” if cornered. A level piace with 
<oft soil, free from rocks is selected. It is 
Ccirticult enough for a mounted to 
throw the rope accurately or cut out stock 
without having to watch uneven ground 
under foot. 

Cattlemen take a pride in their corrals, 
timing to have them well arranged and 
serviceable, The stockade type is most com. 
mon in the southwest. It is made of na- 
tive posts placed on end in a trench, two 
or more feet below the cround and ex- 
tending six feet high. Wire or poles are 
used to bind the posts together. Another 
type of corral often constructed in the 
Scuthwest looks more like a wood-nile than 
anything else. The walls are made by plant- 
ing posts in the ground in pairs one or 
two feet apart and at intervals of four to 
six ieet. The space between these posts 
is filled with pests of all sizes, shapes and 
leneths, placed in a horizontal position. A 
liberal supply of wire or supple branches 
binds the posts together. Lumber and poles 
are used more now than formerly for cor- 
rals, but such materials cost more and are 
not as durable as the makeshift ones for- 
‘merly used. Besides, corrals made from 
lumber do not look as well in the cowman’s 
eyes as the genuine old-time ones. 

The size of the corral varies according to 
the number of cattle to be confined. As 
the animals are usually handled in small 
groups. it is very seldom that corral room 
ix available for more than 20 per cent of 
the stock in the outfit. Small pastures or 
“traps” are used for holding cattle while 
thev are not being worked. 

Time means money to the modern cat- 
tleman. Bruised or injured animals entail 
a loss, so the cattlemen aim to handle their 
stock at the right time and as easily and

apidly as possible. Cutting chutes for 
separating cattle into different lots and 
squeezers for holding stock wi being vac. 
cinated, dehorned, branded or ndled in 
amy way are both important in anv corral. 

The old method whereby a dozen or more 
outfits rounded up the cattle in big “droves. 
then close-herded them on a fevel place 
while the calves were d-agcged out to the 
fire and flanked to the ground so that 
they could be branded an! earmarked, has 
passed, never to return. The cutting up of 
the lerge outtits into smaller units. the 
construction of more fences and the urre 
to reduce high-priced labor, “chuck” and 
other operating expenses all have increased 
the use of corrals. 


Handling range ca:tle inside of corrals 
helps to gentle them just as working them 
in the open tends to make them wilder. 
It may be as fast and as easy to “tie on- 
to” a long-eared calf wherever it is found 
on the range and to build a fire and brand. 
ear-mark, vaccinate or treat it for screw- 
worms as it is to drive the cow anda calf 
alone with a few other cattle to a corral 
for treatment, but the results are different. 
The cowboy may have to run both cow and 


calf a quarter of a mile before roping the 


calf; then he must tie it down while the 
fron is heated. On the sounding of its 
plaintive call of her offspring the cow be- 
gins racing around in a frenzy and as soon 
as the calf is released, beth of them bolt 
away. They will always fear a mounted 
person from then on more than any wild 
animal... A child riding to school will make 
the cow tremble and break for the brush. 


The calf handled in the corral has an en- 
tirely different reaction to man. Branding 
hurts just as much there as anywhere, and 
neither the cow nor the calf enjoy it. But 
they do not have the frantic fear of man 
when other stock are near, and, besides, 
they are not run or roped on the range. 
The stock lick salt until the iron is hot, 
then the calf is roped or driven into a 
chute to be handled. When it is turned back 
with its mother, both are left tn the corral 
for a short time to settle down before they 
are turned out on the range again. 


Wild cattle run the fat off their bodies. 
and as range stock do not have a tendency 
to become any too fat, they must be han. 
died carefully to conserve weight. Gentle 
eattle are more easily managed and raise 
more and better calves than wild ones. No 
wonder cattlemen report that calve ; 


five to fifty pounds as much as those hranad- 
ed in corrals. 


As the ranges become fetced and mod. 
ern systems of management are introduced 
some of the picturesqueness of the cowboy 
life will disappear. But although the cow- 
boys may develop into cowmen, so to speak. 
the day will never come when corrals will 
be called barnyards, paddocks or pens in 
the range country.

most available site seemed to be the tract 
in the Salt River Valley im Arizona, where 
for some years an Ostrich Breeding Sta- 
tion had been conducted. The need for 
the ostrich station had passed, but the de- 
mand for experimental work in breed- 
ing and feeding of poultry raised under 
the cond'tions prevailing in the semiarid 
regions ot the Southwest had become urg- 
ent. The poultry work was started in No- 
vember, 1919, by Dan Green, who was sent 
out from Washington for that 
Mr. Green was recalled to Washington in 
May, 1920, and, in July of the same year, 
the writer was placed in charge of the new 
stacion. 

Soon after the writer entered upon his 
duties, an effort was made to obtain a more 
desirable and convenient site. Showing 
splendid co-operation, the residents of Glen- 
dale, Ariz., raised funds and purchased a 
tract of ten acres, which was presented to 
the Department of Agriculture. This tract 
of land -is on a paved street and, being in 
close proximity to Glendale, has the advan- 
‘age of city water and electricity, which 
have helped, in a great measure, to build 
up the present fine plant. 

The work of the station, in scope, is, first 
of all, experimental and investigational, but, 
though of a scientific nature, it is also very 
practical in its application, since, in the 
study of feeding and breeding principles, 
much work along housing and hatching 
lines and in the care of young stock must 
he done. Many of the experiments in feed- 
ing have proven to be quite valuable to the 
farmers and the commercial poultrymen of 
the Southwest. 

in one experiment in feeding, started Nov. 
1, 1920, and known as “ihe farmer's. pen,” 
the birds were fed on whole grain entirely, 
no animal food or laying mash being used, 
ultthough the hens were allowed an alfalfa 
run and grit and shell. This pen lost $1.58 
per hen in the first year of the experi. 
ment. During this time the average exz 
Yield was ninety-four and one-half eggs per 
hen. The second year this pen was fed a 
regular ration of laying mash, grain once 
each day, buttermilk (as a liquid,) and 
allowed an alfalfa run. This year the same 
hens came through with an average egg 
yield of 161% eggs per hen, thue turning 
from a loss to a profit, simply as a result 
of right methods in care and feeding. ‘rhe 
third year of experimentation with the 
same hens began on Nov. 1, 1922, and this 
year the birds are being used as breeders. 
At the presen: time they are giving a 
good egg yield and producing good fertile 
eges of strong hatchability. 

Several feeding experiments now being 
carried on will help to solve many feeding 
problems confronting the poultry raisers 
otf the Southwest. In breeding rapid 
strides have been made, especially in the 
development of higher egg production, more 
uniformly large eggs. in bringing up higher 
fertility, greater uniformity in standard 
qualities, with larger size (fully up to stand. 
ard weight) in better-flock vigor and in 
type. 

One feeding experiment in particular. 
which is now being carried on promises. 
from present indication at least, to give 
some valuable data as to the use of grains 
grown in the Southwest for the feeding of 
poultry.

This year turkey-breeding is to be made 
one of the major projects of the farm ex- 
perimental work, as this station has been 
selected to carry on experiments and in- 
vestigations in the feeding and breeding of 
turkeys for the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The best stock obtainable has been 
secured and the work is now started and 
will be developed with the raising of youn;; 
poults of this season's hatching. This work 
wiil be of utmost importance to the entire 
country and to the Southwest in particu- 
lar. <A large part of the supply of this 
American bird for the markets of the 
United States ts now being produced in the 
Southwest, Texas, Missouri, Oklahoma and 
California, in the crder named. being the 
principal sourcessfor the holiday birds.

section of country, and a_ cockere! 
house tnat will care for twenty males, each 
with a compartment four feet square and 
an outside run, four by eight feet. Males 
can be kept in such quarters for reserve, 
as, when the breeding season is over, they 
are removed from the pens and infertile 
eggs only are produced. There is also a 
good barn and work shop with sheds for 
storage and a room for a power feed-cut- 
ter. Nearly 2000 feet of cement irrigation 
ditch has been constructed, and a number 
of acres of aifalfa have been planted to 
supply green feed for the laying hens and 
the young growing stock. The chickens 
have a separate range from the young 
turkeys. 

Water hvdrants have been placed on all 
parts of the farm for the convenience of

the plant, well-constructed 
ing used. are put into 
and when the chicks are ready io go 
out heat, the brooders are removed 
houses so that the latter can be used as col- 
ony-houses for the growing stock. 
the chicks are wing-banded the cockerels 
are separated from the pullets and taken to 
another part of the farm for development, 
leaving the latter in their original houses 
undisturbed, there to remain until they are 
leg-banded and put into laying-houses. 

All hens are trapnested and all records 
kept, from the incubator up, so that reli- 
able daia may be kept as to pedigree and 
performance of each individual. We ex- 
pect to raise about 1000 chicks this seaser 
and all turkey poults possible, from stock - 
we have. The first hatch this year was 80 
per cent and the following hatches were 
nearly as good. 

it might be of interest to poultryman- 
readers to know the formula for the mash 
fed our lavers and breeders. ‘This is known 
here as Government Laying Mash No. 19. 
and is composed of ingredients as follows: 
Bran, 325 pounds; wheat shorts, 160 
pounes; corn meal, 165 pounds; meat 
scraps, 100 pounds; bone meal, 100 pounds: 
charcos!, 50 pounds, and linseed oil cake 
meal, 25 pounds. This mash has been very 
satisfactory and is now being used for the 
third year. 

There are a number of things that are 
required of a mash for laying and breed. 
ine hens. First, the mash must contain a 
balance that, in combination with the whole 
erains fed, will keep the hen in a good, 
vigorous condition the year round, second. 
it must furnish the materials needed for 
the maximum number of egzes: third. it 
must contain the elements that will carry 
the hen into the mouit in a vigorous and 
healthy condition; fourth, it must be strong 
enough to carry her through the moult in 
good condition, vigorous and ready to be- 
gin the next season's lay. 

The Station has accomplished a great 
deal in breeding to build up egg production. 
In three yards we have sixty pullets, for 
which the records show an average egg 
yield of twenty-one eggs a month per bird 
for the period from Nov. 1, 1922 to Jan. 
31, 1923. They were still keeping up the 
record when this article was written. We 
have individual records from some of there 
pullets as follows: 

Hen No. 620—November, 26 eggs: De 
cember, 21 eggs; January, 22 eggs. Total, 
Hen No. 628—November, 21 
eggs: December, 22 eggs; January, 22 ecgs. 
Total, 65 eggs. Hen No. 632-—-November,

eges. Total 66 eegs Hen No. 634—No- 
vember, 2% eggs; December,.24 eggs. Janu- 
ary, 26 eggs. Total, 73 eggs. Hen No. 637 
November. 22 eggs; December, 24 eggs; 
January, 24 eggs. Total, 66 eggs. 

The pullets in these pens were hatched 
April 14 and May &, 1922. It is expected that 
a large number of hens will pass the 200. 
egzg mark this year, and from experiments 
so far carried on, we believe it possible 
to breed up a flock of high egg-producers 
in © comparatively short period by proper 
matings from carefully selected stock. In 
our breeding yards this year, we have thir. 
ty six hens, 2 and 3 years of age, with egz 
records from 180 to 252 eggs each in one 
vear
